Applicant argues that by 
describing the "R" group as requested by the current office action with a certain alkyl chain length would not work since the product so 
described could be made by blending oils or fatty acids that are not the specified cold pressed oil and would not be functional. While this 
is an interesting point, it only strengthens this examiner's point that the unclear and not enabled or properly described claim language can 
be interpreted in many ways. Applicant has simply provided even more evidence on the record to show that the claims are vague and 
indefinite, lack written description and are not enabled by the instant specification. 
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
